of  the  Committee  for  the  year  1941 


The  Committee  beg  to  submit  the  58th  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1947. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Balance  Sheet  shows  an  excess 
of  Expenditure  over  Income  of  £1,329.  Income  shows  a 
slight  decrease  over  1946,  but  general  costs  have  all  risen 
considerably,  the  salaries  and  wages  increase  alone  account¬ 
ing  for  nearly  half  of  the  deficit.  These,  of  course,  are 
governed  by  the  Rushcliffe  and  Hetherington  Scales. 

It  is  with  regret  that  wTe  record  the  deaths  of  Miss  C.  J. 
Debenham,  a  Vice-president,  and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Norman,  a  Life 
Governor,  both  of  whom  had  been  associated  with  the 
Hospital  for  many  years. 

Two  new  appointments  were  made  towards  the  end  of 
the  year: — 

Mr.  W.  Donald  Bedford,  Honorary  Surgeon. 

Dr.  Cedric  Hilliard,  Honorary  Radiologist. 

The  following  three  legacies  have  been  received  during 
the  year: — 

Mr.  A.  H.  Maxwell — £250. 

Mrs.  C.  E.  Norman — £100. 

Miss  Lydia  Nott — £50. 

These  sums  have  all  been  expended  on  a  new  X-ray 
apparatus  and  a  department  to  be  erected  in  the  near  future. 
These  improvements  will  relieve  considerably  the  congestion 
at  X-ray  sessions.
